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The Cinderella of the Cities 


A. H. Ulm 


HERE is no civic institution 
which the average urbanite 
takes greater pride in—when 
there is one justifying a feel- 
ing of pride—than the pub- 
lic library. Yet, according 
to authentic statistics, no civic institution 
is supported on a more niggardly basis by 
the average city government in this country. 

These statistics present a picture dif- 
ferent from the one that is envisaged in 
statistics having to do with the multiplica- 
tion of public libraries during the last 
thirty years. This last picture is a most 
creditable one. This is proved by figures 
set forth in an article in the Publishers’ 
Weekly of April 3. The article had to 
do with the grant of $4,000,000 for library 
purposes made recently by the Carnegie 
Foundation, which administers the large 
tund left for public service use by the man 
who, more than all else, brought about the 
great multiplication of public libraries in 
the United States. 

It was stated in the article that in 1896, 
about the time Andrew Carnegie began to 
give buildings to all municipalities that 
would engage to maintain them as public 
libraries, there were only 971 of these 
institutions in the country. In 1923 there 
were 3,436, nearly one-half of the gain 
being represented by those founded by Mr. 
Carnegie. Many of the others, no doubt, 
were the result of the movement set going 
oy Mr. Carnegie. 

Libraries, however, have to be not only 
established but also maintained and, if they 





keep abreast of the times, they have to be 
expanded. It is regarding these equations 
that the statistics that are to be set forth 
make a showing not highly creditable to 
the country as a whole. Of course, as shall 
be noted, there are many exceptions to the 
general rule which the statistics attest. 


The Census of Cities 


The statistics come from reports of the 
United States Bureau of the Census on the 
financial affairs of the cities of the coun- 
try of 30,000 or more population. ‘These 
affairs have been surveyed in detail annually 
for more than twenty years. The reports 
show the sources and distribution of mu- 
nicipal funds for each and all of the cities. 

Libraries are classed as educational 
agencies, along with schools. Public funds 
spent upon them, as on other objects, are 
in two separate divisions, defined by the 
character of the expenditures. 

One is classed as outlays, these being 
expenditures “for land and other proper- 
ties and public improvements more or less 
permanent in character,” including “pur- 
chases to increase the collections of library- 
museums and art galleries,” etc. 

In the other division is placed expendi- 
tures for operating expenses. 

Now let us see what has been happen- 
ing as to permanent investments in public 
library facilities, i.e., buildings, equipment 
and books. The aggregate for all the cities 
reported on, of course, has grown; for 
the cities covered by the survers have 
grown tremendously in size and number. 
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In 1903 we had only 146 cities of 30,000 
or more people; in 1923 we had 248 of 
them. The outlays on the score of libra- 
ries in all those cities for 1923 totaled 
$5,323,383, a tidy sum. 

But the aggregate means little. It is 
only when it is reduced to the per capita 
basis and compared with others similarly 
reduced that its full meaning becomes ap- 
parent. When that is done it is found that 
while outlays on other objects of city gov- 
ernment have been increasing—in several 
respects enormously—the per capita expen- 
ditures of the cities as a whole for library 
facilities has been declining. In 1903, 
when Mr. Carnegie’s giving was at high 
tide, the cities reported on by the Census 
Bureau were spending out of their own 
funds 15 cents per capita for the purpose 
in point. In 1923 with Mr. Carnegie’s 
giving a thing of the past, city government 
outlays on libraries averaged only 14 cents 
per capita. ‘This showed an increase over 
some of the years between 1903 and 1923, 
but when consideration is given to the 
changed level of prices and costs the 
showing is one of substantial and radical 
decline. Succinctly the average American 
city is not keeping up its public library 
facilities in accord with growth of pop- 
ulation, not to mention other and more 
important reasons for expanding them. 
One of these others is the changed 
situation as to schools. In 1923 a much 
larger proportion of the children of the 
cities were going to school and were going 
for longer periods than in 1903, thus, it 
should seem, expanding the demand for 
reading matter of the kind supplied by li- 
braries out of proportion to that caused by 
mere growth of population. 

This changed status is reflected by the 
growth in per capita outlays for schools. 
For all the cities these expenditures rose 
from $1.32 in 1903 to $4.44 in 1923, an 
increase of more than 300 per cent. 

The per capita outlays of city govern- 
ments on practically all objects except li- 
braries during the period in point went up 
from 75 to 300 per cent. 

Variations in outlays may be meaning- 
less in particular instances, as, for example, 
a city might during a single year establish 
library facilities that anticipated increasing 
need for many years to come. . 
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Operating Expenses 

Figures covering operating expenses are 
more reflective of what actually is being 
done. These, for libraries, are somewhat 
better than are the ones covering outlays. 
The per capita expenditure of the average 
city government on the operation of public 
libraries grew from 19 to 41 cents between 
1903 and 1923. Most of this growth took 
place during the last six years of the period 
when the value of the dollar was dropping 
phenomenally and the prices of other things. 
including even that of the library worker’s 
labor, was going up. Thus, it is probable 
most of the increased expense owes to fac- 
tors other than expansion of service ren- 
dered the public. 

While per capita expenditures on library 
operations were increasing a little more 
than 100 per cent, those for the operation 
of city schools jumped more than 300 per 
cent, or from $3.86 to $12.87. Those for 
recreation went from .35 to $1.10 per 
capita; those accredited to health and sani- 
tation leaped from $1.21 to $3.34 a per- 
son in all the cities covered by the census 
bureau. In fact, the per capita operating 
cost of every other object of municipal 
government went up in greater proportion 
than did that of libraries. 

Hence we find that the percentage of 
all municipal funds going to the providing 
of reading matter and research facilities de- 
clined during the twenty year period, 1903- 
1923. For the first year of the period it 
was 1.5 per cent, which certainly wasn’t a 
figure to boast of, while for the last year 
it was only 1.3 per cent. Meantime, the 
part absorbed by schools grew from 29.3 
per cent, to 37.8 per cent, of all public 
funds expended in cities of 30,000 or more 
populations. Even the proportion going 
to public recreation went from 2.7 to 3.2 
per cent, of all. Those parts going to gen- 
eral government and to the protection of 
person and property declined. 

An outstanding characteristic of the 
financial story of American cities during 
the present century is the expansion of 
attention to what might be termed the 
“humanities.” Objects so classed as 4 
whole have drawn steadily increasing pro- 
portions of municipal funds. But one of 
them—the public library—has not fared so 
well as the others. It still is something 
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of a Cinderella among municipal institu- 
tions. 

There are, of course, many individual ex- 
ceptions. Creditable may be the fact that in 
1923 only 59 of the 248 cities reported on 
failed to show that some funds had gone 
towards the extending of public library 
facilities. In most instances the sums were 
small, representing, no doubt, only what 
was expended for additional books. In 
others, as when buildings were erected dur- 
ing that year, the sums were large. 

Thirteen of the 248 cities reported no 
outlays and no payments for the expenses 
of libraries. In some of these, adequate li- 
braries may be maintained by other than 
public funds. This factor may enter into 
the cases of some of those reporting small 
payments for library expenses. 

When stated in per capita terms these 
latter vary tremendously between the dif- 
ferent cities. They ranged in 1923 from 
1 cent to $1.55 per capita. The highest 
figure is accredited to Brookline, Massa- 
chusetts, one of the cities of highest rating 
for culture and ability, on the part of its 
citizenry, to buy books. ‘The only other 
cities which reported more than $1 per 
capita were Newton, Massachusetts, and 
Pasadena, California. Thus the three top- 
notch cities in this regard are comparatively 
small ones. It does not follow, however, 
that the small cities make larger per capita 
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expenditures on library service than the 
large ones—as would seem necessary in case 
they provided such service for their people 
on scales corresponding even mildly with 
those of the big cities. As a rule the big 
cities spend more, not only in the aggre- 
gate but per capita as well, on public li- 
brary service. For operating expenses of 
libraries, Boston spends 86 cents per capita. 
Detroit, however, is the top-notcher among 
cities of the 500,000 or more population 
class. There, 97 cents per capita was spent 
on library operations in 1923. 

On both outlays and operating expenses 
all of the 248 cities reported on expended 
only 56 cents per capita for library service 
in 1923. 

The lowest expenditures made by the 
cities of any section are in the South. 

The figures for all of the cities indicate 
that the average city government views the 
establishment of a public library and the 
providing for its operation as, when done, a 
‘finished job and not as something which 
should expand with the population and 
cultural growth of the community served. 

This may owe to the fact that the coun- 
try probably is still in the pioneering stage 
of public library development; that the pre- 
dominant need still is for libraries per se 
rather than the expansion of the services 
rendered by the average of those that have 
been established. 


Gets Six Turnovers a Year 


An Interview with W. D. Millen, Buyer, Book 
Department, H. & W. B. Drew Co., Jacksonville, Fla.

‘NIX turnovers a year is very good in the 
book business. And when it is re- 
__-membered that this record is obtained 
in a city that is continually changing and 
in a constant state of flux—then it becomes 
still more of a record. That, however, is 
the turnover that W. D. Millen obtains 
in the book department of the H. & W. B. 
Drew Co. of Jacksonville, Fla. In the 
face of changing conditions the Drew Co. 
increased its book business in keeping with 


the increase in the city and at the same 
time maintained the six times turnover that 
Mr. Millen has been getting for this de- 
partment since he went with them. Sup- 
pose we turn the page over to Mr. Millen 
and have him tell his own story in his own 
way. 

“I don’t know whether I can give you 
the secret of my six times turnover a year 
or not,” says Mr. Millen. “Sometimes 
I think it is just luck. However that may 
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be I am ready to tell you what I can. Any 
fool can buy books, but it takes a lot of 
work to merchandise them successfully. I 
have found that to be truer every year. In 
order to get my turnover I always start 
with the buying first because that is where 
the big thinking must be done. I have 
noticed that book buyers will put in an 
order for a hundred of this book, a hun- 
dred of that book, and a hundred of an- 
other book with the result that they have 
lots of a hundred of a great many books. 
The net result is that they do not have any 
one or two books that they can push. I 
think that is the wrong method to use in 
buying. I work entirely differently. I fol- 
low the new books that are issued in the 
Publishers Weekly and as they are re- 
viewed I read the reviews. When I come 
across one that strikes me as good I order 
a few copies, possibly twenty-five copies. 
Then when the book comes in I read it 
and before I have read very much I can tell 
whether it is worth ordering more. If it 
strikes me then as something that will go 
over fairly big 1 may order five hundred 
copies. Then when I get my five hundred 
copies I push that book for all it is worth. 
The result is that it sells and as it sells 
it takes with it the other books of which 
I bought only about twenty-five copies. I 
find this method of having one or two 
books that you push is much better than 
having big piles of many books. 

“Another thing I do is always to have 
new books out on display. I do not believe 
in overstocking, neither do I believe in 
starving my stock. I believe that the book 
buyer likes the store that has something 
new every time she comes in. I always try 
to have one or two new volumes that can 
be shown and so convince the book buyer 
that we have the new ones as they are is- 
sued. New books, providing there are not 
too many of them, certainly attract atten- 
tion. 

“Another thing that I believe helps me 
get my six time turnover and prevents me 
from having big losses thru dead books is 
that I jump right in at the start of the 
popularity of a book and quit before the 
people stop buying it. I do not believe in 
hanging on to get the last sale or two. 
When I see a book is falling off I quit 
right then and there with the result that I 
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am able to sell out what I have and 50 
quit with a clean slate. I believe there 
would be more happy booksellers if the, 
would do this. 

_ “I make it a rule to have all new books 
in stock and out on display on the date of 
publication. That is a big factor in getting 
book business. Many of our customers 
are people from the North who arrive by 
boat and train. They are familiar with 
the new books and their publication date 
with the result that they expect to get the 
book when it is published and not several 
days or weeks later. We get a lot of 
business because people can come in here 
on publication date and find the very book 
that they want right out on the table on 
display. In placing my orders for the new 
books I always make that stipulation, that 
the books must be shipped in time to reach 
me before publication date so that I can 
check up and get them ready for the open- 
ing day’s sale. 

“‘We push the sale of new books with 
newspaper advertising using a space about 
six to ten inches by two columns. Then 
we believe in using our windows to the 
fullest extent. We always display the new 
books that we stock in the window and 
give them a prominent display in the store. 

“T have found that as a rule the South- 
ern people do not read the classics as freely 
as the Northern people. I think the reason 
for this is that they have never had them 
brought to their attention. I find that 
by telling our Southern friends of this book 
or that book that has become a classic in 
our literature we are able greatly to 
broaden our sales. We make a practice of 
doing this with excellent results. When 
they once get the habit of reading these 
standard classics they become regular cus- 
tomers for them. 

“As far as saying what is selling I do 
not believe there is much difference in 
what sells here from the rest of the 
country. Travel, biography, evolution and 
psychology seem to be having quite a run 
right now. I buy practically anything on 
psychology because almost anything on that 
subject will sell. Some of those who are 
reading these books are faddists, to be sure, 
but there are many who really are inter- 
ested in Psychology and know something 
about it.” 
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Cooperation Does It 


Close Cooperation of Bookseller and Publisher Is 
Secret of “Beau Sabreur’s’ Large Advance Sale

’S easy enough to work up a gratify- 

ingly large advance sale when you've 

vot the three essentials: a good book, 
interested retailers, and the will on the 
part of the publisher to put his best efforts 
for months behind that sale. In “Beau 
Sabreur” we had, first, a novel sure to be 
widely liked and, second, the sales reputa- 
tion of its predecessor, “‘Beau Geste,” now 
in its 26th printing and still selling actively. 
Our first task was to crystallize the interest 
of booksellers in the new book already 
started by “Beau Geste’s” success. 

We prepared a special trade edition of 
“Beau Sabreur,” slipping a sepia photo- 
graph of the author inside with a word or 
two explaining the purpose of the advance 
edition. (“‘Beau Sabreur”’ is to be published 
July 28). This, distributed generously to 
our bookselling friends, began to bring us 
results almost immediately. Letters flowed 
in from every part of the country, their gist 
being, almost without a dissenting voice, 
that our slogan, “Another ‘Beau Geste’ ” 
was justified and that Major Wren had 
again hit the bull’s eye. 

Then we were ready to show the trade 
what we planned to do to help them help 
us sell 200,000 copies, plus. Naturally our 
hrst act was to put our plans before Pub- 
lishers’ Weekly readers thru its advertis- 
ing pages. Then we set Michael Gross to 
work on giant replicas of the book itself. 
hese we knew would be too large to be 
used by any bookseller not planning a really 
monster display so we asked our salesmen 
to offer them only on this basis. In addi- 
tion, Mr. Gross made us a 3 ft. high 
easeled poster reproducing the jacket. We 
estimated perhaps five booksellers could use 
the giant books and, at the outside, fifty 
would need the 3 ft. poster. So for the 
majority of the trade we planned five-color 


7 in. X II in. posters; 36 in. window strips; 
large posters picturing the author; gummed 
stickers for letterheads, invoices, etc., and, 
last but not least, postcards to be imprinted. 

We drew up a letter outlining these sales 
helps and broastcast it to booksellers, offer- 
ing the material on request. A month be- 
fore publication 300,000 imprinted post- 
cards had been asked for; eleven giant 
books and one hundred and fifteen easeled 
3 ft. posters—to say nothing of many thou- 
sand stickers and large quantities of the 
other helps offered. 

With this material either in the dealer’s 
hands or ready for him, we started early 
in June to plan the direct advertising and 
publicity that would help move the unusu- 
ally large advance orders our campaign had 
already brought us. We reserved the first 
right hand page in the New York Times 
Book Review for August I and wrote as 
effective an ad as we could. We reserved 
the same position in the New York Herald 
Tribune for August 8. 

The result of this special promotion in 
pulling advance orders more than exceeded 
our hopes, altho we figured that this evi- 
dence of our belief in “‘Beau Sabreur’s’’ 
sales possibilities would, with our complete 
series of sales helps, convince booksellers 
they had a good summer’s harvest ahead of 
them. 

When we found that the moving picture 
made from “Beau Geste’’ was to be re- 
leased by Paramount in August, we bought 
a page in their elaborate program (esti- 
mated distribution, 250,000) to advertise 
“Beau Sabreur.” This production is to be 
on so grand a scale that it will surely sell 
Major Wren’s books. We shall mail the 
program to 5000 booksellers before July 28. 

In addition to these full-page advertise- 
ments we plan country-wide use of smaller 
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space—aimed to bring sales to bookshops. 
And, of course, for weeks we have been 
bombarding the Literary Editors with news 
notes on Major Wren and his books, fol- 
lowed up on July 1 with copies of the book 
itself for review. 

All that has gone before has outlined our 
efforts to put “Beau Sabreur” over—and 
has indicated that individual booksellers 
have backed up our efforts by co-operating 
in the promotion plans we have put before 
them. As an evidence that booksellers 
as a group have thought our plans worthy 
of support, we cite the fact that the Ad- 
visory Committee of the American Book- 
sellers’ Association has selected “Beau 
Sabreur” as one of the two books (“Show 
Boat” is the other) to be featured in its 
first Bulletin to members containing prac- 
tical selling suggestions. At the Commit- 
tee’s request, and as one more indication 
of our desire to cooperate with the trade, 
we have made five hundred small mats of 
a “Beau Sabreur” advertisement which the 
Committee is sending free with its Bulletin 
to booksellers for local use. The Advisory 
Committee feels that the cost of this local 
advertising will be so small in comparison 
with the bookseller’s chance for profit thru 
tying up with our big national campaign, 
that the mats will be widely used. 

As a part of the Committee’s plan, Mr. 
John Macrae, Jr. is planning a window dis- 
play, which, used first as part of the 
Dutton Bookstore campaign on “Beau 
Sabreur,” will then be suggested by the 
Committee to booksellers everywhere. 

The display will be photographed and 
described in the Publishers’ Weekly so that 
even non-members of the American Book- 
sellers’ Association may take advantage of 
the Advisory Committee’s best effort at 
effective window dressing. The Dutton 
window will feature with “Beau Sabreur”’ 
the sales helps we have prepared and prob- 
ably also French and American flags, a 
gun, soldier’s hat, etc., to give local color— 
all articles easily obtained by shops in other 
towns. 

One of the things we have tried to 
stress thruout our plans is the importance 
of maintaining the July 28 publication date. 
Every invoice leaving our office has had 
a slip securely attached telling the Book 
Department Manager that “Beau Sabreur” 
must not be sold before publication. 
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We've got the booksellers primed for 
larger sales. We've done and are doino 
our level best to get off to a good start. 
Now the test comes—will the public back

up our belief in the book? We're not 
afraid, because we have never known really 
widespread trade enthusiasm to go wrong. 
It’s easy to sell the public when you've 
honestly sold the bookseller. 


Gift to Paris Library School 


A GIFT of $37,500 by John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr., to the American Library 
Association for the support of the Paris 
Library school during 1926-27 has been 
announced by the library association. In 
accepting the gift the association under- 
takes to secure funds from other sources 
for the two following years, 1927-28 and 
1928-29. 


Supported in the past by grants from 
the American Committee for Work in 
Devastated France, the school has trained 
librarians from many nations who have 
sought to learn American methods and 
apply them in their own countries. The 
French Library Association, the French 
Committee on Modern Libraries, the Ecole 
des Chartes, the French National Library 
and other French institutions have en- 
dorsed the work of the school and co-oper- 
ated with it. It is conducted under the 
auspices of the A. L. A., and Miss Sarah 
C. N. Bogle of Chicago, assistant secretary 
of the A. L. A., is director of the school. 
She recently sailed for Paris to visit the 
school and make plans for the next years 
course. The school is in a beautiful old 
building in the quiet Rue de |’Elysee, 
opposite the home of the President of the 
French Republic.

Things Left Undone 


N M. Clemenceau’s forthcoming book 

on “Civilization,” soon to be published 

internationally—by Houghton, Mifflin 
Co. for this country—a book promising to 
prove the most able, the most sparkling, 
the most provocative of discussion of any 
contribution to post-war literature, the 
“Tiger” of France makes his keynote the 
query “The people have the right to govern 
themselves—but can they do it?” 

In the discussions which will ensue it 
will be brought out that it is not only in 
Clemenéceau’s own country that one 
petty bloc after another blocks any positive 
expression of the will of the majority, but 
in other countries that the government of 
the people thru parliamentary methods is 
more or less under review. England’s once 
dignified Parliament has become a _ bear- 
garden for abuse from a few members 
whom their own party cannot restrain, 
which has gone beyond any precedent in 
our country of unlimited language. In the 
Dominion a curious thing has happened. 
The Canadian Parliament threw out the 
Liberal Ministry or caused its resignation 
thru a threatened vote of lack of con- 
fidence and the Governor General declined 
to accept its suggestion of dissolution and a 
general election. A Conservative Govern- 
ment was formed, but a vote of confidence 
was rejected by a single vote and dissolution 
necessarily followed, so that nothing legis- 
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lative can happen in Canada at least until 
September. In the large schedule of things 
left undone there are included the threat. 
ened action against American periodicals. 
amendment of the licensing scheme of the 
copyright bill and other changes interesting 
to the book-trade on both sides of the 
border. 

At Washington, Congress, perhaps hap- 
pily, left undone many things which 
might have done, but also left undone 
many things which it ought to have done. 
The copyright bill made no progress in 
Congress, but it should be said that the 
Patents Committee gave careful and con- 
tinuous attention to modification of the 
Vestal bill in the interest of harmony and 
early passage, and tho it was not able to 
present a report or even have the bill re- 
printed, the report of the hearings was 
printed with reasonable promptness and is 
an important addition to copyright liter- 
ature. The Sub-Committee has worked 
hard and will reap the credit when the bil! 
comes up for passage, tho it is to be feared 
that the short session will be so crowded 
with other legislation that there may be 
further postponement. One good point, 
however, was achieved in the passage of 
the brief bill protecting college professors 
against piratical use of their mimeographed 
sheets. In regard to postal legislation, 
again nothing was done, but again the 
Joint Postal Committee made progress and 
indicated certain lines of probable recom- 
mendation to which it will give decisive 
consideration when the figures of the Post 
Office Department for the fiscal year now 
ended are available. With respect to Postal 
Legislation there will be general pressure, 
as shown in Mr. Hiltman’s letter, printed 
elsewhere in this issue, for enactment of 4 
special book rate in the interest alike of 
the hook-trade and of libraries which should 
produce early and definite result when Con- 
gress again meets. 

In both fields which are of peculiar 
interest to the book-trade, the patient com- 
mittees should reap the credit due them 
later on when their labors find achieve- 
ment—and let us hope that they may reach 
such conclusions as make it possible to pass 
such non-partisan and generally acceptable 
legislation even within the crowded short 
session. 
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Latest Fashions In Collecting 


HERE is certainly no more pictur- 
esque new fad among collectors than 


the interest in pirate books. Those 
accounts and discussions of daring deeds 
and buccaneers have a peculiar fascination 
and collecting them is claiming a larger 
number of adherents every year. Philip 
Gosse, son of the famous collector, Sir 
Edmund Gosse, has completed a_bibli- 
ography, “My Pirate Library,” which has 
just been published in England with re- 
productions of two delightful original 
drawings by Lovat Fraser. 

The recent sale of the Clawson library 
showed the growth of interest in Eliza- 
bethan literature, not only in the more 
famous books and authors, but in what to 
most of us were quite unknown items. One 
well-known bookseller commented recently, 
“T suppose you would say that I am better 
informed than the average book dealer yet 
there were a hundred books in the Clawson 
sale, each of which brought $500, of which 
I had never heard.” 

The July issue of Charles Heartman’s 
The American Collector says, “Americana 
is at present the cheapest thing in the mar- 
ket.” Ernest Dressel North recently made 
a similar comment, pointing out how great- 
ly a disaster like the San Francisco earth- 
quake had increased the scarcity of many 
newspapers, pamphlets and documents of 
historical importance, material on the gold 
fever, the early railroads and the Ku Klux 
Klan. 

The Brick Row Brick Shops are cele- 
brating this year the tenth anniversary of 
their founding. In the ten years since Mr. 
Hackett sold his first book for five dollars 
and thought it an event, he has sold over 
a million and a half dollars’ worth of 
books. Mr. Hackett points out that not 
only the Elizabethans, but the eighteenth 
century writers are coming into their own. 
Not only is the cult of Dr. Johnson grow- 
ing, that most collected and least read of 
authors, but Fielding, Smollett, Sterne, 
Richardson and Goldsmith are all being 
collected with energy. Interest in Blake 


has been growing. Galsworthy and Hardy 
are both popular at present, but Masefield 
is at the moment under a cloud. Among 
American authors, Melville, after a period 
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of great demand for his items, is no longer 
so popular. But Robinson, Henry James, 
and Stephen Crane all are. The interest 
in Lincoln is always keen, and in early 
source material on the far west. That is 
Mr. Hackett’s view of collecting at the 
moment. 

With the ever increasing number of col- 
lectors, especially small collectors, all can- 
not have first folios and Dickens in the 
original parts; there must be ever more 
fads to keep them all busy and happy. 


The Best Books 
LITTLE over two years ago the 


International Book Review asked 

its readers to vote on “‘the best ten 
books published since 1900,” says this year’s 
July issue of that magazine. "There were 
1,753 voters in this contest. The result of 
this contest appeared in the March, 1924, 
number. Reading it today, after so brief 
an interval of time, one is impressed with 
the rapid changes that take place in literary 
fashions. Here is the list of “the ten books 
receiving the highest vote”: ‘““The Outline 
of History,” “Four Horsemen of the Apo- 
calypse,” “If Winter Comes,” ‘Ameri- 
canization of Edward Bok,” “The Life of 
Christ,” ‘The Crisis,” “Short Stories” 
(O. Henry), “The Virginian,” “Life and 
Letters of Walter H. Page,” “The Mind 
in the Making.” 

“How many of these “favorites,” one asks 
with some curiosity, belong to the pathetic 
category of yesteryear’s snows? ‘That 
would need another ballot to determine, 
altho one feels quite safe in hazarding the 
opinion that not more than half the titles 
appearing in this list would appear in a 
similar list today. Of the ten chosen, the 
five receiving the smallest number of votes 
would seem to be, singularly enough, the 
ones giving evidence of a greater degree 
of vitality. A vote this year would, in all 
probability, reverse the order of these 
names, placing some of those that were last 
on the list of 1924 in the lead for 1926, 
Such radical changes undoubtedly go far 
toward confirming the venerable tradition 
regarding the fickleness of popular favor. 
On the other hand, they may be taken as 
showing, with equal cogency, a perfectly 
natural development of literary taste in 
the case of the average reader. 
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Protection of Mimeograph Copies 


HE act following was enacted at the recent session of Congress, without effectual 

opposition, to cure the obscurity as to mimeograph copies, as those of lectures 

delivered by college professors, which are by this act added to the exceptions in 
the manufacturing clause by confining this clause to copies made by printing from type 
or plates, lithography or photo-engraving. 


AN ACT 


To amend section 15 of an Act entitled “An Act to amend and consolidate the 


Acts respecting copyright,’ amended March 4, 1909. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled, That section 15 of an Act entitled “An Act to 
amend and consolidate the Acts respecting copyright,’ amended March 4, 1909, be 


amended to read as follows: 


“Sec. 15. That of the printed book or periodical specified in section 5, subsections 
(a) and (b) of this Act, except the original text of a book of foreign origin in a 
language or languages other than English, the text of all copies accorded protection 
under this Act, except as below provided, shall be printed from type set within the 
limits of the United States, either by hand or by the aid of any kind of typesetting 
machine, or from plates made within the limits of the United States from type set 
therein, or, if the text be produced by lithographic process, or photo-engraving process, 
then by a process wholly performed within the limits of the United States, and the 
printing of the text and binding of the said book shall be performed within the limits 
of the United States; which requirements shall extend also to the illustrations within 
a book consisting of printed text and illustrations produced by lithographic process, 
or photo-engraving process, and also to separate lithographs or photo-engraving, except 
where in either case the subjects represented are located in a foreign country and illus- 
trate a scientific work or reproduce a work of art: Provided, however, That said 
requirements shall not apply to works in raised characters for the use of the blind, 
or to books of foreign origin in a language or languages other than English, or to 
books published abroad in the English language seeking ad interim protection under 
this Act, or to works printed or produced in the United States by any other process 


than those above specified in this section.” 
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A Plea for Lower Postage 
on Books

My dear Mr. Stewart: 


At the hearing accorded the representa- 
tives of the National Association of Book 
Publishers by the Special Joint Subcom- 
mittee on Postal Rates on April 15 the 
Chairman requested that the Committee 
be furnished certain information showing 
a comparison between the rates on books 
by express and mail. 

This information was sent to Senator 
Moses on April 24 and showed, in general, 
that the postal rates on books, taking New 
York City as a distributing point, were 
higher than by express, to points west of 
the state of Ohio and south of the state 
of Virginia. And information was also 
furnished as to the probable increase in the 
number of books that would be sent by 
mail under a rate equivalent to the rate 
charged for magazines and periodicals. In 
that’ letter we amended our request as 
follows: 


“That books be given a special 
classification with a flat rate of 
2% cents a pound, a minimum 
charge of 3 cents, and a maxi- 
mum weight of 70 pounds.” 


This provides a rate sixty-six per cent 
greater than is charged for mailing the 
text matter of magazines, and this we sug- 
zest as an offset to the higher rate paid by 
the magazines for their advertising matter. 

We further stated that we believe if this 
rate is granted the carriage of books by 
mail would be sufficient in six months to 
add a very material revenue to the Postal 
Service and that the business can be han- 


dled by the Department without loss at this 
rate. 

At this hearing we were requested by 
Senator McKellar to figure out some 
scheme for the handling of books whereby 
the rates could be re-arranged so that the 
Government could handle books without 
loss, and we submitted the above recom- 
mendation in reply to Senator McKellar’s 
request. 

At the hearing we stated that we would 
be glad to furnish the Post Office Depart- 
ment any information we could that would 
help them in giving intelligent considera- 
tion to our request, and we understood 
that we were to receive from you a request 
for such information. We have heard 
nothing from you and we are now writing 
to ask if we can be of any assistance in 
helping you in your consideration of the 
matter. 

In the meantime our attention has been 
called to the resolution adopted at the an- 
nual meeting of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, as follows: 


“Whereas books are one of the most 
important influences in maintaining the 
morale of the American home and their 
general circulation greatly to be desired, 
be. it 

“‘Resolved that the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs deplores the dis- 
crimination against books in the present 
postal law and urges the desirability of 
recommending to Congress that books 
be admitted to the same privileges in the 
mails that are granted to periodicals and 
magazines.” 

And also at the meeting of the National 
Education Association in Philadelphia on 
July 2, where the following resolution was 
adopted : 

“We hold that books are one of the 
most important influences in maintain- 
ing the morale of the American home 
and their general circulation is greatly 
to be desired. We deplore the discrimi- 
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nation against books in the present postal 
law, and urge the desirability of recom- 
mending to Congress that books be ad- 
mitted to the same privileges in the mails 
that are granted to periodicals and maga- 
zines.” 


The American Library Association, 
whose members would probably be the 
largest users of this service in sending 
individual books to the members of their 
libraries in the rural districts, have also 
passed a similar resolution. 

Now when it is considered that book 
publishers represent the industry that stands 
first in the education of the people of the 
United States and that has more influence 
in the making of good citizens than any 
other force, we feel justified in pressing 
before the Post Office Department our 
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claim for recognition of a special classifi- 
cation on books and at a flat rate of 21/ 
cents a pound. There is probably a wider 
demand among the people of the United 
States for this rate on books than for any 
other measure before the Committee or be- 
fore Congress. And as the National As- 
sociation of Book Publishers are ready to 
assist your department in any way the, 
can in this matter, we hope that, unless 
you already have all necessary information 
to give it intelligent consideration, you will 
permit us to help you.

which will test every dealer’s real 

selling ability and resourcefulness. 
Making profits during Christmas sales is 
almost inevitable, but finding buyers dur- 
ing the summer months takes more energy 
and aggressiveness. 

Selling books in summer time should be 
easy, however, to the dealer who will use 
a little imagination and take advantage of 
the seasonal interests and occupations. 
Summer brings days of laziness, and to 
many, days of leisure. Books are welcome 
companions for such days. Many people 
put off “until vacation” their reading for 
the year, and use summer time for “catch- 
ing up” with the year’s books. 

The eight window displays and selling 
plans suggested here will help any dealer 
accomplish the following results:

Connect books with vacation interests. 

Feature the variety of summer book ap- 
peals. 

Sell more children’s books. 

Attract new customers. 

Suggest new reading interests to old 
customers. 

Keep the store looking crisp and refresh- 
ing. 

Remind customers that the bookstore 
gives “year-round” service. 

Newspaper advertisements should men- 
tion these summer reading appeals at least 
three or four times during July and Au 
gust, in single column announcements 0 
larger space. 

Table and counter displays in the store 
should also feature the idea in the window; 
and fresh book lists and catalogs should be 
on hand for distribution. 
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1. Books FoR VACATIONISTs. Use 
National Association of Book Publishers 
posters by Herb Roth, and Willard Fred- 
eric Elmes, in window and over counters 
and tables toward front of store. Exhibit 
travel books, new fiction, books on out- 
door sports, miscellaneous new non-fiction, 
maps and guide books, a few of the handy 
pocket editions, a few children’s books. A 
package of books wrapped up and addressed 
to the vacation address, with bookstore 
label, will suggest that the books can fol- 
low the traveler. If the window is large, 
display again one or two of the alluring 
foreign travel posters used for your winter 
travel window. 


Il. Books on SUMMER Sports. ‘Ten- 
nis racquets, golf clubs, a sailboat model, 
or fishing tackle, guns, or cameras will lure 
energetic summer sportsmen to this win- 
dow. Books on camping; on sports; guides 
to birds, trees, flowers, butterflies; scouting 
and camping books for boys and girls. 


Ill. Books 1n Pocket or “LUGGAGE 
Size” Epitions. There are a number of 
these editions now published by several 
houses, including a wide variety of new and 
standard titles. Show a couple of bags or 
suitcases with two or three books con- 
veniently placed on top with time tables. 
A few titles in each “handy” edition should 
be shown with publishers’ catalogs listing 
all the books in the series. Price cards 
should be attached. 


IV. CHiLpReN’s Booxs. Use the 
Children’s Book poster by Jon Brubaker, 
and the Holiday poster by Edward Wil- 
son. Growp an attractive assortment of 
books for boys and girls in the window 
about advertisements of summer camps 
clipped from local newspaper or national 
magazine. Display a hand-lettered card 
“Books for Boys and Girls at Camp.” In- 
clude stories, poetry, biography, books of 
games, books on camping and scouting, out- 
door guides. Enclose an announcement of 
this display and an offer to mail packages 
to vacation addresses with your August 
first statements. 


V. “Licut READING FoR VACATION.” 
Collections of short stories, poetry antholo- 
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gies, new fiction, books of plays. Use hand- 
lettered sign. Attach price cards. 


VI. “Serious READING FoR VAca- 
TIONS.”” Follow the “Light Reading” dis- 
play with one the next week including 
biography, travel, religion, essays, philos- 
ophy, books on education, and others of the 
type that people “save” for vacation time. 
Hand-lettered card. Price cards attached. 


VII. Books RECOMMENDED IN THE 
SUMMER MAGAZINES. Clip book articles 
and book lists from July and August peri- 
odicals. You will find many feature 
articles recommending new books. Mount 
magazine cover and article on cardboard 
back and group around it the books men- 
tioned. Use a few of the books if you 
haven’t them all in stock, each magazine 
article the nucleus of a group of books. 
Repeat this on store tables. Sell the books 
with the magazines. 


VIII. Books ror Houipay GiFTs AND 
Books as Favors. Display the new 
books of the summer with the window dis- 
play card “Here are Gifts of Books for 
Your Friends” and “Books the Best Gifts 
for the Children.” (Order cards from 
National Association of Book Publishers). 
Announce this display with a newspaper 
advertisement suggesting books for week- 
end and holiday gifts, and books as favors 
for summer luncheons and parties. 


Plan now to put in one of these window 
displays each Friday night during the next 
eight weeks. Newspaper announcements 
of the displays should be made at least once 
a week, if possible, and an enclosure sug- 
gesting books for vacation time and books 
as gifts and favors mailed with August 
first statements. 


One new window a week featuring the 
vacation idea will put your sales totals for 
July and August 1926 way ahead of 1925. 
A display for over the Labor Day holiday, 
September 3d to 7th, is included.

HIS is the fifth month that “Gentle- 

men Prefer Blondes” and “The Pri- 

vate Life of Helen of Troy” have 
been first among fiction. In the list pub- 
lished in the August Books of the Month 
“After Noon” has gone a step ahead of 
‘Hangman’s House,” and “Mantrap,” 
Sinclair Lewis’ novel of the great outdoors 
has stepped in between “The Blue Win- 
dow” and “The Hounds of Spring,” since 
its publication on June 3rd. The only 
other new title is “Sorrell and Son” by 
Warwick Deeping. This was a best seller 
in England and has been acclaimed, on this 
side of the Atlantic, a fine and sympathetic 
portrayal of the relationship between a 
tather and son. It will probably go even 
higher on the list, as so far its popularity 
is mainly in the east and far west. Atlanta 
is the only town that reported it a best 
seller in the south, and it only received a 
few votes in the mid-west. 

In its sixth month as head of the non- 
fiction “The Man Nobody Knows” has 
only a slim margin above “Why We Be- 
have Like Human Beings.” Work’s 
“Auction Bridge Complete” has dropped 
to third place. Next comes a new book, 
“The Arcturus Adventure,” William Bee- 
be’s account of a scientific expedition to the 
Sargasso Sea and Galapagos region of the 
Pacific. “The Mauve Decade” has ad- 
vanced from tenth to seventh place, while 
“Fix Bayonets!” has gone down from sixth 
to eighth. The recent publicity attached 
to the discovery of the modern author of 
“The Diary of a Young Lady of Fashion 
in the Year 1764-1765” has brought that 
book again into the best seller class. While 
it is, strictly speaking, not in the non- 
fiction class, many booksellers vote for it 
as such, and it seems more consistent not 
to change it into the fiction list. 

As in the case of “Sorrell and Son,” 
“Our Times,” which still holds fifth place, 
and ““The Mauve Decade” are not yet best 
sellers in the south. “Our Times” was 
only reported by Norfolk, and ““The Mauve 
Decade” had two southern votes. 

Two selections of the Book of the 
Month Club rank among the first twenty- 


five books of fiction for the first time, 
this month. They are “Teeftallow” by 
T. S. Stribling, published in March, and 
“O Genteel Lady!” by Esther Forbes, pub- 
lished in April. They are in nineteenth 
and eighteenth places, respectively. The 
votes for the latter are scattered, but 
“Teeftallow” owes its place to votes from 
the south. Its popularity may, therefore 
be due to local interest rather than to its 
selection by the Book of the Month Club. 

In looking over the reports of individual 
stores, those of the J. P. Bell Co. in 
Lynchburg, Va. and John Hewitt in Long 
Beach, Cal., conform most closely to the 
final list of fiction, the former giving the 
first eight titles, the latter the first seven.

OOKSELLERS are already saving 
money by using the new Book Cen- 
ter.

I did not realize how 
many letters we were mailing to the New 
York publishers each day. Now we can 
enclose all of our orders in one envelope 
and it looks as tho we are in a fair way to 
cut down our overhead. With the saving 
on carriage charges that will be effected 
by your enclosure service, we can use some 
more money for developing more business.” 

New York PUBLISHERS are requested 
to have their boys at 255 Tenth Avenue 
promptly at 8:30 each morning and to re- 
turn the books ordered each afternoon. 
They are requested to instruct their order 
departments to do this and to phone 
Chickering 10395 at I P. M. so that they 
may get the late mail orders. 

BOOKSELLERS must order in dupli- 
cate and send shipping instructions where 
the “hold for freight” instructions are not 
to be followed. Unless this is done books 
will be held until there is an accumulation 
of one hundred and fifty to two hundred 
pounds and then shipped by freight. 

All booksellers are urged to take advan- 
tage of this opportunity to save money. 
Let us know how much business you expect 
to have pass thru the Center within the 
next six months. We will then be able 
to make preparations to take care of you. 


The Advisory Committee 


Publishers are again requested to send 
to the A. B. A. executive office their most 
important books at least six weeks in ad- 
vance of publication. If the book itself 
cannot be furnished a description of its 
format and contents should be sent. Copies 
of the advertising material that is made for 


bookstore use and at least a tentative sched- 
ule of the advertising campaign (advertis- 
ing the book to the public, not the trade) 
must accompany the books. The commit- 
tee’s first Bulletin will go out about July 
25th. It will contain material for the 
August campaign. We are now awaiting 
September material which, it is hoped, will 
be sent us by the publishers at once.

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A National Press Shrine 
Book Publishers to Help Build It 


to dedicate a national shrine in 
honor of the Press. 

This shrine is to be built by men and 
women of the profession in the Cathedral 
of St. John the Divine in New York. The 
press in its larger sense includes every phase 
of the printing and publishing industry. 
Under that heading come the book pub- 
lishers as part of the industrial world re- 
lated to the production of the printed word. 

The appeal to the industry can not be 
better put than in the words of C. Col- 
ton Daughaday who heads the _ book 
publishers on the National Committee. 
He says, “No other influence outside the 
Church can compare, or ever has compared, 
with the influence of good books in the 
spiritual development of humanity. How 
appropriate therefore that in the Cathedral 
of St. John the Divine, where will come 
thousands to worship and meditate, the 
ideals of publishing be upheld for the 
inspiration of those who will choose this 
calling in life, and to the honor of the 
memory of those whose life-work has 
brought a measure of spiritual refreshment 
to mankind thru books.” 

We have been linked with the Church 
ever since the introduction of printing in 
the 15th century when the first book to be 
printed was the Bible. 

Within the industry itself, the success- 
ful completion of this memorial should not 
only deepen our pride in our craft, but also 
stimulate our endeavors for the future. 

The National Committee formed to 
carry out this project feels that no more 
appropriate setting could be found for a 
memorial to the Press of the country. 

More important than the fact that it 
will be the largest cathedral in the English 
speaking world, is its international and 
non-sectarian quality. The cathedral is 
being built by contributors from people of 
all races and creeds. It serves not the com- 
munity only but the whole nation. Already 
Catholics, Protestants, Jews and Gentiles 
have spoken from its pulpit. 

The shrine which every member of our 
profession is invited to help equip will take 
the form of a chapel opening from the 
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side of the great nave or central aisle. This 
will rise 115 feet from floor to roof. 
Stained glass windows will record some 


of the activities of the press and its part 


in the progress of civilization. 

Somewhere in the scheme of decoration, 
place may be found for the names of those 
who have added lustre to the profession. 

The cost of erecting and equipping the 
chapel will be from $150,000 to $225,000. 


Italy Offers Help to Authors 
[ EPERATURE of the people, by the 


people and for the people would be a 
suitable slogan for Italy with its newly 
founded fund for the assistance of authors. 
This fund of 2,000,000 lire, which has 
been authorized by the Cabinet, “for the 
encouragement of authors,” will be in- 
cluded in the budget of the Department of 
National Economy. It is planned to award 
prizes to writers and institutions producing 
work considered of value to Italy’s culture 
or industry. 


Paris Library Exhibit 
‘THE exhibition of current books at the 


American library in Paris has grown 
so rapidly that it is now being placed in 
a special room in charge of an experienced 
person who will be able to give all neces- 
sary information about these books. Du- 
plicate copies of the catalogs of the pub- 
lishers participating are also kept there for 
distribution, and book posters and other 
publicity matter are prominently displayed.

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Obituary Notes 
AMY ELLA BLANCHARD 


Amy E Lita BLANCHARD, writer of short 
stories and numerous books, mostly for 
children, died on July 5 at her summer 
home in Maine. She was seventy-four 
years of age. Miss Blanchard was born 
and educated in Baltimore and later taught 
school and studied art. Beginning with 
“Holly Berries’ which was done in col- 
laboration with Ida Waugh and published 
in 1881 she did 58 stories, the last of which 
were “From Tenderfoot to Golden Eag- 
let,” 1921; “Becky,” 1922 and “The 
Awakening of Martha,” 1923. 


AMBROSE E. GONZALES 


AMBROSE E. GONZALES, sixty-nine, au- 
thor, editor and publisher, died in Colum- 
bia, S. C., on July 11th. Mr. Gonzales 
entered newspaper work in 1885 with the 
Charleston, S. C., News and Courier. Five 
years later he was appointed Secretary of 
the State Department of Agriculture. In 
1891, with his brother, the late N. G. 
Gonzales, he founded the State, the present 
morning newspaper of Columbia, S. C., and 
had been President, Treasurer and man- 
ager of the newspaper since 1893. In 1922 
his book, ‘““The Black Border,” a collection 
of short stories in the dialect, “gullah,” of 
the South Carolina coastal islands, was 
widely and favorably commented upon in 
literary circles. Other stories of Mr. Gon- 
zales’ are, “Captain Lauguerre; A Gas- 
con of the Black Border,” and “With Aesop 
Along the Black Border.” 


CROSBY McCONNELL 


Crossy McConne Lt, for a number of 
years in charge of the Chicago branch of 
Fleming H. Revell Company, died at his 
home in that city on July 1st. As mana- 
ger, he succeeded his brother, Alexander H. 
McConnell, who for nearly fifty years was 
identified with the house. He is survived 
by his wife, a son and a daughter.

HE simultaneous announcements come 

from London that Stevenson’s birth- 
place, 8 Howard Place, Edinburgh, has 
been opened as a library and museum of 
Stevensoniana, and that Carlyle’s house in 
Cheyne Row, is in danger of being closed 
owing to financial trouble. 


[i is reported that 131 items of the Claw- 

son sale were secured by the Harvard 
Library. Many of Clawson rarities were 
purchased by Yale and other libraries. 
Thus a substantial portion of this valuable 
collection, gathered so quickly, has passed 
beyond the possibilities of private owner- 
ship. 


‘THE angling narrative, “On Dry-Cow 

Fishing as a Fine Art,” by Rudyard 
Kipling, published thirty-five years ago in 
The Fishing Gazette, is now being re- 
printed for the first time, with Mr. Kip- 
ling’s permission, for the Rowfant Club of 
Cleveland. The edition will be limited to 
176 copies and will be printed for the club 
by Bruce Rogers, and will rank among the 
most attractive of his smaller books. 


NE hundred and one French women 

have banded themselves together and 
founded the first “Women’s Bibliophile 
Society.” It is their intention to disprove 
a widespread belief in France that women 
have no love for rare and fine books, 
caring only for books as things to read. 
The society will bring out a book a year, 
which will be a model of typography and 
illustration. It is expected that there will 
be active competition among writers to 
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have the honor of their books being che 
for publication under such auspices, 


NE of the few existing original copies 

of Magna Charta, the Englishman’: 
Bill of Rights, wrested by English barons 
from King John at Runnymede, has jus: 
been presented to the Bodleian Library «: 
Oxford by Lord Northbourne. There ar 
only eight other known copies. The 
donor’s father bought the copy at a second 
hand bookstore for $25. It appears to have 
been taken to Rome for inspection by the 
Pope centuries ago and then to have drifted 
back to England. Unlike the other copies, 
it is inscribed on a roll of parchment. 


HE Bibliotheque Nationale of Paris, 

owing to the depreciation of the franc, 
is in financial difficulties. The Chamber 
of Deputies has been considering giving the 
institution the right to receive legacies and 
other gifts. The suggestion has been made 
that the library be allowed to sell post 
cards and photographs. Unless new sources 
of funds are found, the purchase of foreign 
books and magazines—made unusually ex- 
pensive by fall of the franc—may be sus- 
pended entirely. The library has been un- 
able lately to do the rebinding necessary 
to protect its books, and has had to forego 
the publication of new catalogs.

It 
would be extremely difficult to duplicate 
such a file, and the early numbers have 
been sought by railway investigators to aid 
‘n the solution of difficult problems of rail- 
roading. The changes of routes, the 
crowth of railroads, the increase of speed 
of trains and other matters of interest are 
set down in the solid pages of figures in 
these volumes. 


HE editor in discussing the sales of 

“The Past Season” in The American 
Collector writes: “‘For the benefit of the 
collector who, of late years, has been dis- 
couraged thru the reported high figures in 
newspapers, let it be said that notwith- 
standing occasional sensational high prices 
for spectacular items, Americana is at 
present the cheapest thing in the market, 
measured by standards of relative rarity 
and importance. ‘The mediocre sales con- 
tained many gems that went low. In my 
own sales a number of items went at prices 
below those for which they could be dupli- 
cated. Collectors who look for an invest- 
ment first, may safely trust themselves to 
Americana, providing they are willing to 
get acquainted with their subject. The 
Americana collector with a real knowledge 
of the subject, is fast disappearing, in fact, 
he must be looked for with a Diogenes 
lantern.” 


WHat has become of the books that 

were in the library of Ben Jonson? 
This is a question which Professor M. P. 
Tilley of the department of English of the 
University of Michigan is trying to answer. 
Professor Tilley writes: “In Herford and 
Simpson’s Ben Jonson, Vol. I, Appen- 
dix IV, pp. 251-271, there is printed a list 
of ‘Books in Jonson’s library.’ The edi- 
tors of this edition have promised a sup- 
plementary list. . . . in the final volume 
should there be occasion for one. A num- 
ber of Jonson’s books now in this country 
have been omitted from the list, and I am 
endeavoring to find others that may be in- 
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cluded in a future supplementary list. To 
this end I should be glad to learn of any 
of Jonson’s books known to your readers 
in order that the reconstruction of Jonson’; 
library may be as complete as possible.” 


‘THE prevailing high prices of historical 

and literary autograph letters, especially 
of choice material, are persuading many 
owners to part with their collections. A 
noteworthy collection of historical letters, 
the property of Mrs. Albert B. White, 
wife of former Governor White of West 
Virginia, has just been purchased by 
Thomas F. Madigan of this city. The 
collection consists of about fifty letters 
and documents of the greatest historical 
interest, many relating to the siege of Bos- 
ton, preparations for the defense of Ticon- 
deroga, and the capture of Staten Island by 
the British. The collection was handed 
down to Mrs. White, who was Miss Agnes 
Ward, a descendant of General Artemus 
Ward, with her family records. One of 
the most prized letters in the collection was 
written by General Washington, dated 
July 4, 1776, stating that the enemy has 
taken possession of Staten Island, and point- 
ing out the immediate need of arms. An- 
other important letter was signed by John 
Hancock, president, dated July 6, 1776, 
forwarding a copy of the Declaration of 
Independence to General Ward, to be pro- 
claimed at the head of the troops under his 
command 


IVE volumes, which formed a part of 

the library of Napoleon at St. Helena, 
have been acquired by Gabriel Wells, rare 
book dealer of this city. Napoleon, it is 
said, had 399 books at St. Helena, only 
seven of which are known to exist. Five 
of the seven are the memoirs of Cardinal 


Retz just purchased by Mr. Wells.
